A program of free county-wide 
skin testing for tuberculosis for 
all those under 30, was announced 
Friday morning at a press confer- 
ence at the Medical Hill Hut ot 
the TB and Health Association 
of Alameda County, 29th anu 
Summit Sts., Oakland, by Dr. 
Robert B. Stone, chairman of the 
TB Control Committee. It is the 
first time in the Bay Area that 
free skin testing hus been offered 
to any group on a county-wide 
basis, he said.

Smoking Decrease 
At Albany High 


A sharp decrease in the num- 
ber of students of Albany High 
who smoke has been reported by 
Mrs. Freda Hanelt, the AHS 
school nurse. 

This drop was noted by two 
surveys on the smoking habits 
of the school’s students, one con- 
ducted recently, the other over 
a year ago. 

Of 722 pupils polled anonimous- 
ly this year, 10.5 per cent answer- 
ed yes to the question, ‘Do you 
smoke half a package of eiga- 
rettes a day?’’ This was a drop 
of 7.1 per cent under the 17.4 
per cent of the students who said 
“‘ves’’ a year ago. 

“I am very happy with the re- 
sults of this survey,”’ Mrs. Hanelt 
states, “‘especially in comparison 
to those of last year.’’ 

Other results of the 1964 poll 
show that 6.7 per cent of the stu- 
dents questioned smoke less than 
half a pack a day, 
cent smoke at least one a day. 

Finally, 55.1 per cent of the stu- 
dents questioned said that they 
did not smoke at all.
